9. The Committee ire informed that the oourap 
round Cape Leeuwin i. not ao fornildabla as wu onti- 
oipated, that the outward track from Singe, 
port) to Cape Leeuwin, and homeward from 
Cape Leeuwin to Ceylon ia extremely favourable 
for screw .teamen, the wind being generally aheam, 
and that the homeward route may Be shortened about 
2W tnilea bv itcamiug direct fur Aden instead of 
Ceylon. This Litter course however would interfere 
with the passenger trarllc between India and the Cn-

and id. for each newspaper. The steamers are 
to proceed Srit to Melbourne and to deliver at, or wnd 
the mails oo to, Sydney within 70 day. from the time 
of departure from England. The homewurd maila are 
to be conveyed til Melbourne and Cape Horn in 71 
day. from Sydney. The service is no w in course of per- 
formance by screw steamers of 1 BOO tons ami 300 horse 
power, the orst of which, the Queen of the South, 
arrived here on the first July with the English mails 
of tth April, being S8 days.

Gsnanl Caatelian, a rbrmer leader of an uniucccisful 
rovolutinn, who has been nut of the republic for soma 
time, Ii at the head of the prelect movement. He 
hai so far been quite successful in hia attacks 
upon the powers that he, and everything bida 
fair for hint to realis* thn acme of hii am- 
bition. Leon, Grenada, and several other important 
cities of the republic have been taken from tho 
t .■instituted authorities by the rcvulutiotnlata. 
Their arms are lueeDistul wherever they go, 
and Ihn probabilities are that the next 
steamer wilt take from here thn nc< icuit. of 
tbe decided triumph of the revolutioniiu uid the 
elevation of Castelinn to the imperial, dictatorial, or 
presidential chair nt thia biulesquo upon a govern- 
meat. 

There ia one feature in thii revolution wliich Is deci- 
dedly admirable, via., the small number of persons 
killed tn all the great battles and sieges. As there are 
no newspapers til the Republic, we have to depend 
uponrumHiur fat our totclllgence. She aaya not over 
ouii huudred persons hare been killed aitosrather, on 
both siiten, not withstanding there havobecnaoina twelve 
or fifteen hard battles fought. 

Considerable excitement has caiated at Oreytown 
for some time back on account of the difficulty with 
tho American Minister, of which you have hoard 
ere thia. 

The Transit Company, to protect their work and 
themselves, have fifty returned Califomiana 
hired and kept under arms as a guard 
against the attacks of their enemies. At last 
account! there was no communication between tlrey- 
town and ihe company's depot.

The only fault found with the late I.TEfl- 
lESAMT-GoTEnsoit of Victoria by the people 
of his chaTgo was. we believe, hia want of 
energy. Nobody questioned his good inten- 
tion* ; nobody denied his fidelity Bnd diligent 
application to business, ltut a.s regarded quick- 
ness of perception, solidity of judgment, and 
promptitude of action, it wris generally ud- 
mitled, even by those who were most 
friendly to his Government, lhat he waa 
by no meanH equal to the strange 
emergencies by which ihc last three years of hii 
administration were marked. 

It seems very unlikely llis.1 lhe same fault will 
be found with Mr. 1-a Teobe's successor. If 
we may judge from the speech he delivered at 
Geelung, which our readers will find in another 
part of this morning's ijaue, Sir Charlei 
HoTnAja'a energy of purpose is the distuv* 
giiishing feature of his om< ial character. He 
speaks like a man who, ill the pursuit of what 
he believes to be tight, fears neither risk 
nor toil, and is regardless alike of flattery or 
censure. 

But it must he remembered lhat as yet he ttU 
not had an opportunity of putting his profes- 
sions to an adequate test ; and we confess we 
should have augured belter for the success of his 
administration had the professions not been made, 
or had they been made in a tunc not quite so 
egotistical. Hia speech scarcely suggests the 
thought lhat tha speaker dues not stand high in 
his own emiin&tlon, It scarcely suggests the 
thought that his seal will bo tempered by pru- 
dence, his valour by discretion. 

tor example, il is difficult to conceive why, 
on alluding to the Xew Constitution "eol home 
by the Legislature of Victoria for the royal ap- 
proval, his ExcELt.fcttcT should have given 
utterance to a hackneyed phrase in controversial 
politics, thereby identifying himself wilb one of 
lhe parties into which Lbe people of liii govern- 
ment are divided. ^Ve do not demur to this 
utterance on lhe sole ground of its giving coun- 
tenance to a party to which we du not ourselves 
belong, but on the ground of its betraying 
a party spirit al all. Even hail Sit iii.nn, 
taken the opposite side, we should still have 
demurred, A Governor has no business either 
with political parties nr with party politics. His 
business is to study the interests of the whole 
community, and to execute the laws as he finds 
them. 

But, in the proaent tinseltled «6te of the 
Victorian populace, into whose masses there bus 
been infused no nmall portion of the leaven of 
republicanism, it does seem somewhat oulri: fur 
one wearing lhe " blue nnil silver" of Lhe civU 
service of Great Britain, and standing forth as 
the representative of Britain's Queen, to be 
spouting out the stale watchword uf democracy 
-~ " all power proceeds from the people." We 
are not now going to inquire huw far this 
dogma is justified by the facia of 
history, or by the sanctions of revealed 
truth. Wc have lo do only with lhe question. 
Can the open adoption of such a dogma by the 
Governor of a British province be justified on 
the score of cunaistency and decorum • In all 
tie more solemn or the instrument issued 
under her own royal hand, lhe 8 uveretgn declares 
that she is Qr hew ■■ by lhe grace uf God," 
This may or may not be a legal fiction. With 
that part of the subject we have just now no- 
thing to do, But is it seemly that one of her own 
offlcen, and that officer the representative of her 

?ueenly person, should in public flatly contradict 
ten M-A'F*Tr'a const ituliunai declaration? Is 
it fitting that he, whose veiy commission 
ascribes the power in virtue whereof that in- 
strument is ^igned and sealed ta " the grace 
of God/' should roundly assert, in the 
face ef the people committed to his 
rule, *' that sill power proceeda from the people 
Possibly the commission, may in this particular 
be wrong, or at any rate debatable ; hut we
